Outboard Races Controversy 
Speeds Toward Settlement Wy 


The -controversy between Pon- 
toosuc .. Lake residents and the 
Berkshire Outboard Association 
over the annual outboard races has 
come to a head, with the result 
that an effort will be made soon to 
‘set a satisfactory date and place 
for future races. 


After years of complaints being 
Ishot back and forth, the question 
|was restated this week when Miss 
Leonora Rockwell, proprietor of the 
Breezy Knoll Inn, gave two peéeti- 
tions condemning the races to Pau! 
\W. Foster, executive secretary of 
the Berkshire Hills Conference, and 
asked that he take some action. 


One of the lists, signed by 15 resi- 
dents and property-owners on the 
South Shore of Pontoosuc Lake 
complained about “intense noise” 
and the oil slick left by the mo- 
tors which “makes unsanitary swim- 
ming conditions for a week.” The 
other was signéd by 25 4th of July 
week-end guests at the Breezy 
Knoll Inn who said their holiday 
was “entirely spoiled” by the noise 
and that they might not come back 
if they knew it would be repeated. 
Miss Rockwell said that many of 
her guests had left early Monday 
morning of that week end rather 
than endure the noise all day. 


The reason she had. given the 
petitions to Mr. Foster, Miss Rock- 
well said this morning, was that 
‘she had vainly requested Mayor 
Capeless and other: city officials to 
stop the races for the past two 
jyears, and rather than be turned 
‘down again, had gone to Mr. Fos- 
ter in hopes that the Berkshire 
Hills Conference, which makes its 
business the attraction of tourists 
to the Berkshires, would take ac- 
tion when they saw that the event 
was driving people away. 


Foster Favors Change in Date

Hot nights and good lights Have 
proved a real boost to bocci on the 
two courts at the First Street side 
of the Common. 


“The lights were put up two 
iweeks ago and they’ve been used 
just about every night since then,” 
according to John A. Massimiano, 
director of athletics in the Park 
Department, Maintenance workers 
installed the floodlights used at 
the skating areas in wintertime to 
provide entertainment for. the 
‘Italian element of the section. 


- Before the lights went up, sup- 
\pertime. was the most popular pe- 
riod for bocci games because the 
sun wasn’t so hot and the day’s 
; work was done. Now the men pre-

The Rails became the first team

week season. That is 36,886 more 
than last year, when 190,950 visits 
were tabulated at all areas in 
everything from pet shows to, 
dances and watermelon feasts. | 

In dollars, and cents it cost Pitts-. 
field 13 cents for every visit be-. 
cause a@ total of $29,574.45 was ap-| 
propriated for the task. That fig-| 
ure includes salaries of the park} 
policemen, maintenance men and | 
the directors and leaders. | 

Most expensive item was salaries 
for a leader and director at each 
playground for a cost of $11,015. 
They worked 8% hours .a‘day, plus 
1% hours whenever they had an 
evening show and two-hour staff 
sessions early Friday morning  be- 
fore the regular playground work 
began, 

Biggest attendance was listed on 
the opening week with small ‘fry 
making 32,143 visits to playgrounds, 
11,000 more than the similar: period 
in 1948.

An appropriation of $115,000 was 
approved for the project by the 
City Council this spring... Of . this 
amount, some $74,000 had been| 
earmarked for the grandstand | 
since 1945, when the project was| 
first proposed. 

The stand will be built of steel | 
and concrete on composite piles’! 
and will consist of a center sec- 
tion behind home plate and two 
Wings extending part way down 
the base lines. Specifications also 
call for construction — of dressing 
rooms, toilet facilities, showers, 
concession rooms and_ storage 
space underneath the main struc- 
ture.

No Eviderce 

Of Old ‘Dump’ 

With the pile-driving for the 


Wahconah Park grandstand almost 
completed, the report from the site 


Wahco 


‘is.no bog, no bedsteads, bed springs | 


/or even beer cans. 


| The information should serve to 
,end the long-standing, controversy 
/which has existed in the city in re- 
‘gard to the subsoil of’at least one 
portion. of Wahconah Park. 

A .week ago, pile-driving con- 
tractor David McNab Deans of 
Williamstown began driving the 
first 36-foot pile and will have driv- 
en the last one by next Tuesday. 
Soil composition of the site of the 
pile driving is clay and hard pan; 
with a sub strata of ledge ruh- 
ning from north to south varying 
in depth from 16 to over 38 feet. 
While test borings at the site indi- 
cated that the soil was stable, thers 
was much advice to the effect that 
pile driving would be extremely 
difficult. 

The actual operation shows that 
each pile will support 20 tons as 
against a specification allowance of 
15 tons. The soil which supports 
the piles has made the difference 
and will prove more than adequate 
fo support the - grandstand, upon 
which the steel work is scheduled 
to be erected Nov. 5. 


Conditions Favorable 


* Both weather and site conditions 
have proved to be particularly fa- 
vorable to swift completion of the 
pile driving job. L. F. Knollmeyer, 
inspector for the Wahconah Park 
Grandstand Commission, reveals 
that 23 piles were driven Thursday, 
as against a normal day’s implace- 
ment of about 14. ° 

_ The 36-foot piles are. of ~New 
‘Hampshire spruce, which have been 
‘truck-hauled to Pittsfield from 
MMancock, N.H. They are driven 
into place by a 3300-pound hammer, 
Which drops approximately five 
feet to the butt of the spruce pile. 
It takes about 20 minutes for a 
pile to be driven its full length. De- 
Spite the weight of the hammer, 
obstruction to implacement of the 
pile can be immediately detected 
when the hammer bounces off the 
pet of the pile. On the Wahconah 
Park grandstand job, resistence to 
the pile driver has been sufficient 
to indicate only that the placed 
piles will take care of a greater 
load of superstructure than was 
originally anticipated. . 

The crane. which controls the 
hammer j§moperated on a sled ar- 
rangement/smounted on greased 
poles’ which can be moved to any 
spot on the site where a pile has 
to be driven.

Richard Alonzo (Pancho) Gon- 
zales is one of the four tennis stars

Billed as 
one of the game’s most colorful 
personalities since Bill, Tilden, he 
varies his game between fiery and 
easy-going styles. 

Pancho is the biggest U.S. cham- 
‘pion of them all (6 feet, 2 inches, 
195 pounds) and at 21 is the young- 
est ever to turn professional. Be- 
‘cause his game is based on power, 
he has been called the Stan Musial 
of the court and the Ted Williams 
of the racket. 

He proved his stying power in 
the 1949 U.S. Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation championships at Forest 
Hills when he came from behind 
to win the longest set on record. 
Playing; against Ted Schroeder, he 
lost the first game 16-18, and the 
next 2-6, but bounced back to take 
the next three games and set 6-1, 
6-2 and 6-4. 

Bobby Riggs, one of the tennis 
game’s all-time greats, lured Pan- 
cho. into the professional ranks 
after seeing him win the national 
amateur title for the second year 
in a row. But he had to go all the 
way by guaranteeing the Ameri- 
can-born Mexican $60,000 against 
30 per cent of the gross to join the 
pro ranks. 

Pancho .gave tennis authorities | 
many headaches, including being| 
banned once in California for re- 
fusing to attend school. He learned 
tennis with a 5l-cent racket his 
mother gave him and never took 
a formal lesson. Other players who 
will perform are Frankie Parker 
Jack Kramer and Pancho Segura 
as part of Bobby Riggs tennis tours,

Why No City Tennis Courts? 


Funds Will Be 


As tennis interest in Pittsfield 
reached a new peak last night 
probably the most frequently asked 
question heard at the armory was 
“why doesn’t Pittsfield have any 
municipal courts?” The answer is, 
the city will, if approval is given 
to a request by the Park Depart- 
ment for $15,000 to build them. 

With the approval of the City- 
Wide Tennis Committee, the mayor, 
and many experts who have studied 
the situation, the Park Depart- 
ment proposes to build four courts 
on Deming Field and will include 
them in its 1950 budget requests. 

If Pittsfield gets those courts, 
they will be the first city-owned 
tennis grounds in Berkshire Coun- 
ty. Setting a “first” in this respect 
would not be much of a compliment 
to Pittsfield for it is interesting to 
note that along the borders of the 
county from Greenfield to Spring- 
field more than 100 public, muni- 
cipal-owned tennis courts have 
been built. 

A breakdown is interesting. 
Greenfield has 14 courts; Holyoke 
and Westfield, 8; Longmedow, 4; 
Palmer, 6; Ludlow, 4; and Spring- 
field has 55. In addition, Smith 
College has 24 which are used by 
the Northampton towns people 
every summer. 


In all these towns ténnis is cur- 
rently the ranking sport in growth 
of participation and public interest, 
according to reports. Most of these 
towns have high school tennis 
teams and many have teams made 
up of local citizens which engage 
in competitions during the summer 
months, 


Bobby Riggs Surprised 


During the professional matches 
last night Bobby Riggs, promoter 
of the tour and former pro champ, 
said he had never to his knowledge, 
been in a town of 55,000 population 
that did not have city-owned courts 
until he came to Pittsfield. He was 
even more amazed when he saw the 
crowd at the armory last night, ne 
said, because to him they all ap- 
peared to be gfeat tennis fans. 

All the four stars in the matches 
last night got their starts in tennis 
and their training on public tennis 
courts. Because of this they all 
said, when asked, that Pittsfield 
needed tennis courts. 

The City-Wide Tennis Committee 
has been told by the top experts 3n 
the East that: Pittsfield should have 
one tennis court for every 2000 
people, That would mean 22 courts 
but they are not asking that num- 
‘ber. Only one Massachusetts city— 
‘Brookline which has 24 courts— 
‘meets the one to 2000 ratio. 

Their program which has been 
.submitted to the Park Department, 
is to build the four courts at Dem- 
ing next year and then wait sev- 
eral years before trying to get 
funds to build more. During that 
time the new junior highs will be 
built and each will probably have 
its own battery of courts.”

enough to take care of Pittsfield if

interest is as high as some think, 
but it will be a start. Matches can 
be staged on four counts. 

The Deming site was selected for 
several reasons. It is close to the 
high school which intends to use 
the courts. It is central to most of 
the city and has bus service. Show- 
ers and ioecker rooms are available 
at the. field and since the new 
grandstand at Wahconah Park has 
dressing facilities the baseball 
teams will not be using the Dem- 
ing rooms in the summer. Finally, 
during the months when tennis can 
be played a superintendent is on 
duty at the field at all times and a 
telephone will be installed there so 
he can take reservations. 

The proposed courts will be made | 
of a bituminous concrete hard sur- 
face which can be used in all 
weather. Ciay and other dirt courts 
can never be used until several 
hours after a rain but the hard top 
ones could be played on during the 
rain if someone wanted to. 


Upkeep Not High 


The cost, complete with nets and | 
10 to 12-foot fences, will’ be just! 
about $15,000. Although that is a 
lot of money, members of the ten- 
nis committee point out that up- 
keep on the hard surface courts is 
at a minimum, If taken care of, 
the nets will last six or more years 
and the only other upkeep is resur- 
facing the deck of the courts about 
every five years. Whereas keeping 
up clay courts requires a lot of 
time for a superintendent, the 
hard-top ones take no daily main- 
tenance whatever except to put up 
nets. Few on the committee think 
average upkeep will be more than 
930 a year. 

If the tennis courts are built 
this year it will be an achieve- 
ment for the tennis committee and 
its chairman, Ernest Brosseau, 
who have tried for many years to 
have them built. Last -year,. a 
similar request was taken out of 
the Park Department budget by 
the Capital. Outlay Committee of 
the City Council. 

This year, the committee hopes 
for better luck. .One of the main 
reasons for their sponsoring the 
professional matches last 
was a hope that interest in tennis 
would be revived sufficiently to 
vet the courts built. 

If the City Council approves the 
request the courts could be built 
in about two weeks during April 
or May.

Panting Papas and Mammas Whet

Reports are that the Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey took a terrific beating 
yesterday from the more than 12,- 
000 children and parents who were 
on hand for the first annual pre-

Here Highest 


In History 


Total of $1,586,857 
Is $53,000 Over 
1948 Expenditures 


| A 1950 School Department budg- 
et of $1,586,857—the largest amount 
ever spent on schools in Pittsfield 
‘—was requested by Superintendent 
Edward J. Russell at a special 
meeting of the School Committee 
in City Hall last night. 

The proposed budget represents 
an increase of about $53,000 over 
the department’s expenditures fer 
the current year. Mr. Russell at- 


tributed the increase primarily to 
additional salary increments earned 
by teachers and to higher costs of 
textbooks and supplies. 

The superintendent pointed out, 
however, that some $300,000 of the 
proposed appropriation will even- 
tually return to the city treasury 
in the form of educational reim- 
bursements from the Common- 
wealth. With reimbursements de- 
ducted, the total amount to be fi- 
nanced by Pittsfield taxpayers 
comes to $1,285,899, or just under 
'$14 per $1000 of local valuation. 


Action Deferred 


Following an item-by-item analy- 
‘sis of the proposed budget by Mr. 
Russell, the committee voted to 
defer final action on the matter 
until its next meeting Dec. 8. The 
committeemen, however, seemed in 
substantial accord with Mr. Rus- 
sell’s estimates, and it is not likely 
that the budget will undergo any 
major changes before being en- 
acted, 

Despite the record-breaking pro- 
portions of the 1950 estimate, it 
represents a deceleration in the 
rate of increase for local schoo! 
budgets. The 1949 budget of $1,- 
933,727 was nearly $260,000 bigger 
| than the department’s expenditures 
in 1948, 
| Salaries will account for about 
bape of thegsd3,000 increase in 
next year’s total budget. Text- 
books and supplies will account for 
$12,000, and fuel, light and power 
will add another $5000. 

The only discussion of any length 
jat last night’s meeting dealt with 
ithe School Department’s bill for 
‘electricity, which is charged against 
each school individually. Several 
members felt the schools should be 
entitled to a combined rate, al- 
ithough Mr. Russell said that the

|J. Carpenter noted that the schools 
‘are “buying wholesale amounts of 
‘electricity at retail rates” and sug-

Dr. Carpenter also questioned an 
item of $800 for “curriculum re- 
vision,” which Mr. Russell said 
would be spent as supplementary 
compensation for school personnel 
in drawing up plans for the ex- 
panded junior high school program.

Local Man’s Trash Picker 
Marketed by New Jersey Firm 


The “litter picker,” a device for 
picking up papers and trash from 
lawns and beaches has been in- 
vented by Richard Belford of 26 
Springside Avenue to make life 
easier for gardeners and caretakers. 

Written up in the latest issue of 
Popular Science magazine, the 
gadget is a refinement of the old 
pointed stick used to spear trash. 
The “litter picker” has 12 prongs 
set close enough together to snare 
even the smallest. bit of rubbish 
and a plunger sét with a spring 
to push the refuse off the points 
when a downward thrust.is given a, 
grip in the middle of the handle. 
The stripping plunger locks at the: 
points for safety when the /icker) 
is not in use. 

Mr. Belford, who is park carden-. 
ier for the city of Pittsfield, in- 
vented the device some years ago 


while employed as superintendent 
gardener on the estate of the late 
Miss Mary Parsons of Lenox. Miss 
Parsons became interested in the 
tool and ordered 75 for use and 
sale at the Berkshire Garden Cen- 
ter. 

Since then Mr. Belford had made 
no attempt to produce his inven- 
tion until recently when the Belmar 
Wheel & Machine Company of Bel- 
mar, N.J., got hold of the idea and 
agreed to make it for him on a 
royalty basis.

Explained by Supt. Perry 


A sliding scale of insurance pro- 
tection has been planned for the 
North American Outdoor. Speed- 
skating championships to be held 
in Pittsfield Feb. 3, 4 and 5, it was 
explained today by Park Superin- 
tendent Jackson J. Perry. 

The winter sports committee 

earlier this week voted to pay a 
$600 premium as insurance against 
a $3000 loss. The meet can be run 
off in two days if necessary. If 
bad ice, snow or rain prevent the 
skaters from performing the first 
‘day, the committee will get $1000 
back. 

But if the meet has to be post- 
poned two of the three days, the 
meet will be cancelled and the 
committee will get $3000. That sum 
wiil offset the loss from anticipated 
sale of buttons, and help defray 
the cost of bringing skaters to 
Pittsfield, Mr. Perry explained. 

Committee members were told 
that the skating meet will account 
for one-third the total cost of the 
carnival which will include a 
broom hockey game, soap box 
derby on sleds, city-wide snow- 
man contest, and the winter carni- 

}val ball on Feb. 3 when the: car- 
nival queen will be crowned in the 
Hotel Sheraton. She will be se- 
lected on the basis of 25-cent but- 
tons being sold currently.

Both the button and program in- 
come will be lumped into one pool 
along with other carnival proceeds 
to meet all expenses of the carni- 
val. Other sources of revenue in-
